Start Dieting Today 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

I know of many of you are baffled by read- 
ing so many different ideas about dieting. Some 
of these health articles emphasize the heed for 
studying the calorie theory of dietetics; other 
writers on health subjects urge you to live on 
uncooked foods, while others have a mania for 
being opposed to the use of 
meat. I know how hard it 
would be for you to get any 
“head or tail” out of this mix- 
ture of advice. 

However, whether or not 
you desire to make a radical 
change in your daily diet ar- 
rangements, it will not be 
hard for you to make some 
slight changes which will be 
quite effective in bringing 
about increased health. 

If you have been studying uncooked foods 
you have learned how to keep down the quan- 
tity of food that you are using. You will soon 
realize that you can live on a much smaller 
amount of food, provided it is of the right qual- 
ity. In all of my experience I have never found 
it necessary to advise a patient to use more 
food, but it often seems necessary to advise 
them to use less. 

If you have been studying uncooked foods 
you should appreciate their value enough to add 
an extra amount to your daily meals with a 
large salad of such vegetables as lettuce, celery, 
cucumbers, water cress, etc. Do not have any 
other food for that meal until you have satis-

fied yourself with all of the salad that you 
desire. 

You will be surprised to find the salad very 
filling and satisfactory in every way. If you 
will use it at the first of the meal, it will be 


easy to cut down on the amount of the more 
hearty foods, which you have been accustomed 
to using. You might even find that you can 
make one meal, perhaps lunch, of raw food, 
using no other kind of food at this meal 
ey you have been studying vegetarianism, 
you must by this time appreciate the value of 
vegetable foods, and know how vital they are 
in the building of our cell structure. From the 
cooked and uncooked vegetables we get most 
of the material for building the bony founda- 
tion work for our bodies, such as bones and 
teeth 

If you will try to diet you will find that you 
can use an unlimited amount of the non-starchy 
vegetables without causing yourself any diges- 
tive trouble. You can fill up very easily on these 
foods which are low in food value 

When you have learned the value of meat 
eating, you will know that meat is not injurious, 
if used in the proper combinations with other 
foods, prepared properly and not too much used 
at one time. 


Try some of these ideas and start dieting 
t d hig

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: Ward W. inquires: “Are there 
any exercises which are helpful in overcoming 
prolapsus?” 

ANSWER: When the vital organs are pro- 
lapsed or fallen, such prolapsus is usually ac- 
companied by the formation of adhe: and 
the adhesions will tend to bind the sagged or- 


ions 


gans, making it that much more difficult to 
overcome the abnorma! position. Manipulative 
treatment will then be needed to remove the 
adhesions before much help will be derived 


from exercise. As a general rule, the most stub- 
born adhesions form around the large intestine. 
Once the colon is freed from adherent tissue 
through suitable treatment, the patient is then 
ready to go ahead and use special exercises end 
will benefit from them. The best results are 
secured through taking those exercises de- 
scribed in my article called SLANTING BOARD 
EXERCISES. This article has been mimeo 
graphed for distribution and I will be glad to 
send it to anyone who is interested. It is inad- 
visable to try to begin strenuous exercises of 
this nature as long as there is present any sore- 
ness or tenderness in the abdominal area.
